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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-17 are are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wasserman et al '297. 

The cited prior art discloses high MW copolymers of lactide and glycolide 
prepared in the presence stannous octoate catalyst. Patentees teach compositions 
comprising at least 65 mole % lactide and no more than 35 mole % glycolide, both of 
which are used in the pure and dry state, and the copolymerization is conducted under 
the blanket of a dry inert gas such as nitrogen, to yield a copolymer having an IV of 
about 1 .4. See columns 1-3. It is the Examiner's position that the preparation of a 
copolymer as claimed would have been obvious based on the disclosures of the cited 
prior art.
